announced that she would broadcast 
an appeal to the abductors tonight 
over radio station WKY. 
In the event the gangsters fail to 
contact one of the intermediaries 
named by Mrs. Urschel she said she 
would renew her offer of any rea­ 
sonable ransom that could be paid 
by the Slick-Urschel estate, one of 
the richest in Oklahoma. 
The missing man’s wife said she 
would promise the kidnapers 
im­ 
munity as far as the power of the 
family extends, refusing to consider 
prosecution.

THE STOCK MARKET 
The swift tumble taken recently by the stock market ought to be a 
warning to the public that Wall street offers no safe and quick way to 
fortune. 
For about three months there had been a steady rise in stock prices, 
broken by occasional brief setbacks. 
Most of these dips were slight and 
were overcome almost immediately. 
One result of the steady rise was to draw the public into the whirl of 
speculation. 
The professionals knew when to take their profits in one 
stock or in one class of stocks and to switch to another. 
The wet parade 
of states in ratifying the repeal amendment directed attention of liquor 
issues, 
A mad scramble for these stocks soon was on, not because the 
earnings of distilling companies showed any substantial increase but on 
the prospect that prohibition would be repealed and open the way to lar­ 
ger profits. 
This represented purely gambling. 
'There are stsne industrial concerns which are profiting by the business 
revival and whose stocks fulfill many of the requirements of good invest­ 
ments. 
When the public is seized with the fever of speculation, however, 
little regard is paid by the uninformed to a company’s earnings or pros­ 
pects. 
Many grab almost blindly whatever stock is within easy reach of 
their financial means. 
The inevitable result of such a condition is a crash, either of minor or 
major proportions. 
Buyers with slim margins behind their purchases 
are wiped out. 
Experience seems to be no teacher when it comes to stock specula­ 
tion. 
The speculator may lose everything he has, but as soon as he can 
get a new stake, back into the market he goes. 
There appears to be no sound remedy for the condition, other than 
to let nature take its course.

Irrigation Systems 
Installed On Farms 
In Lawrence County 


Truck growers in Lawrence county 
have inaugurated the irrigation sys­ 
tem and while the new project has 
been in operation 
on 
two 
truck 
farm s only a brief time the worth 
of irrigation is shown in a very no­ 
ticeable manner. 
Michael Fontananella, Wampum, 
R. D. 2 and Charles Glorioso, B ut­ 
ler highway, are two who have 
installed an irrigation system. 
On the Fontananella truck farm 
15 acres are being irrigated. 
The 
water Is pumped from a stream of 
water by a 15 
horsepower 
motor 
through a three inch pipe about 
1000 feet. The motor, like th a t cm 
the Glorioso farm . 
Is 
driven by 
Pennsylvania Power system current 
and the Fontananella pump is cap­ 
able of pumping 300 gallons a m in­ 
ute. 
It is regulated to throw out about 
200 gallons a minute and is used 
early in the morning and after sun­ 
down at night. 
It operates several 
hours each time and in six hours 
time can place 72,000 gallons of 
water throughout the irrigated 15 
acres. 


According to Mr. Fontananella he 
can now grow not only better pro­ 
duce but as much on three acres 
as he did previously on 20 acres. 
Plants 
which 
have 
received the 
benefit of irrigation stand out bet­ 
ter th an those which have not re­ 
ceived the benefits. 
At the Glorioso farm which is 
near Baldwin 
stop, there 
are 10 
acres under irrigation. The electric 
motor 
is 
I ^ 
horsepower 
which 
drives a pump in a well about 63 
f ^ t deep. 
The pump is operated about 10 
hours a day and the flow of water 
is well regulated through the var­ 
ious ditches which gives every plant 
a drink. 
Joseph Glorioso, son of 
Charles, who explained the opera­ 
tion said green stuff of a very good 
quality and ten times as much can 
grown with the aid of irrigation 
as previously.

“As is well known, babies have a 
decided penchant for putting into 
their mouths anything and every­ 
thing upon which they can get hold. 
No doubt, this proclivity Is based 
upon the fundam ental instinct of 
acquiring food. But, the lack of in ­ 
telligent 
discrimination 
in 
many 
cases has resulted in extremely sad 
consequences. 
However, this tend­ 
ency is by no means limited to the 
Infant group. M ature persons some­ 
times, to their sorrow, do much the 
same thing,” states Dr. 'Theodore B. 
Appel, State Secretary of Health. 
“For example, upon the say-so of 
a friend or acquaintance, a number 
of persons are jwrone to swallow this 
or that, simply because it comes 
highly recommended as a cure for 
an ailm ent which in the main is 
self-diagnosed. 
“The result Is that, lacking any 
specific and actual Information re­ 
garding the physical disorder, a con­ 
dition is assumed to exist (frequent­ 
ly wrongly so), which is then fol­ 
lowed by the self-administered pills 
or liquids, unprofesslonally recom­ 
mended. 
“As an Instance in point, a death 
of a woman was recently reported 
to the Health Departm ent, which 
was directly attributable to the use 
of a remedy recommended by a 
friend for the relief of joint pains. 
TOe remedy in question was found 
to contain a derivation of cincho- 
phen. 
Having an unusual suscepti­ 
bility to this drug, the patient de­ 
veloped yellow atrophy of the liver 
which caused her demise. 


“Any abnormal reactlcm to a drug 
is professionally known as an idio­ 
syncrasy and means th at the Indi­ 
vidual is particularly sensitized for 
th a t drug. 
A great many valuable 
drugs continuously used with bene­ 
fit, will occasionally produce very 
uncomfortable, 
if 
n<A 
poisonous, 
symptoms in persons having an 
idiosyncrasy against th at particular 
drug. Such a possibility is sufficient 
argum ent against the use of drugs 
not professionally supervised. 
But 
coupled to this is the grave possibil­ 
ity th a t self-admlnlstcred drugs are 
but the consequence of self-cUag- 
nosls. 
“It Indeed is rather hard to cx- 
I^ain why persons will readily dele­ 
gate 
to others personal 
m atters 
which require experience they do 
not possess, but are prone to set 
themselves up as diagnosticians of 
their own bodily ailments of which 
they are woefully ignorant. 
It is 
just as difficult to understand why 
people will try out a remedy which 
some ‘dear friend’ suggests because 
It relieved another dear friend suf­ 
fering 
from 
supposedly 
sim ilar 
symptoms. 
“Professional men have devoted 
years of study, to which is added 
dally experience, to attain necessary 
inform atior to treat the sick. It is 
inexcusable 
|u*esumption 
for 
the 
lay person to assume such a role, 
either in giving medical advice to 
others or applying it to one's self. 
“Drugs and diseases are highly 
specialised subjects. 
The wise per­ 
son should ap s^ciate th at they re­ 
quire highly specialized attention 
and supervision.’*

I 
Special sterilization courts will be 
; established, consisting of a judge 
and two physicians who will decide 
secretly whether the operation is to 
be performed. Sterilization will be 
performed only at state hospitals. 
Compulsory Sterilization 
The appeal of persons 
ordered 
sterilized will be permitted, and will 
go to a supreme court of steriliza­ 
tion .If this court’s decision con­ 
firms the verdict of the lower court, 
the operation may be 
performed 
against the patient’s will. 
A second law decreed simultiine- 
ously by the cabinet provides 
for 
compulsory sterilization of sex crim­ 
inals. 
It was officially pointed out that 
sterilization is regarded as necessary 
to stave off a threatening degen­ 
eration of the nation, and that while 
the healthy families of the nation 
have an average of only one or two 
chUdren, the degenerate 
families 
have an average of four. 
The government went on to state 
that as a result of this the nation 
would have an excess of degenerates 
after three more 
generations 
if 
nothihg were done to check it.

Not content with the promises of 
voluntary cooperation made by the 
grain men, Wallace rushed plans to 
place the exchanges, mills and ter­ 
minal and country elevators under 
an industrial code.

At any time, 
it can require federal licenses for 
brokers, speculators and dealers.

The Governor 
Says 


What Is Ooing On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why. 


By GIFFOBD РШСНОТ 
Governor of PennsylvaniA 


Pennsylvania—the greatest indus­ 
trial state in the union—must take 
its place in the frcmt ranks in the 
war on the depression. 
The call to arms has been sound­ 
ed from Washington. 
I have every confidence, and the 
people of Pennsylvania have every 
confidence, that our employers will 
move forward, rank on rank, file (m 
file, to a great victory. 
ITie chief provisions of the blan­ 
ket industrial recovery code, as ap­ 
proved by President Roosevelt, may 
be summarized as follows: 
1. Maximum week of 40 hours for 
white collar workers. 
2. Maximum week of 35 hours for 
mechanical labor until December 1, 
1933, but with the right to work a 
maximum week of 40 hours for any 
six weeks until then. 
3. Working day for workers limit­ 
ed to eight hours. 
4. Minimum wage for white collar 
W'orkers ranging from $12 weekly to 
$15 depending on size 6f city In 
which workers live. 
Minimum wage for mechanical 
workers and artisans ranging from 
30 to 40 cents an hour. 
5. No child less than 16 years of 
age to be employed except in some 
cases where it docs not interfere 
with school work, and then for not 
over three hours a day. 
6. Prices not to be increased out of 
proportion to production and mer­ 
chandising costs. 
Industry from now on must oper­ 
ate on the basis th at to nm a fac­ 
tory or operate a mill is a social 
privilege and carries with it a so­ 
cial duty. 
The employer’s responsibility does 
not stop with paying dividends to 
stockholders. 
The idea that there must be more 
and faster production, fewer people 
at work for less pay, and more and 
more dividends, is a relic of an era 
that ended wli^n the whole world 
was plunged into an economic abyss 
in 1929. 
Now we know that to keep the 
wheels nmning there must be pur­ 
chasing power. 
That purchasing 
power can only come from the great 
masses of our people. 
The great 
masses of our people are wage earn- 
er^. 
It is, therefore, clear th at if 
the great masses of the people are 
to sui^ly the needed purchasing 
power, they must have their own 
purchasing power raised. And higher 
purchasing power comes only from 
higher pay. 
There in a nutshell you have the 
heart of the new code, as I see i t 
We are not going to have a great 
imiformed 
brass - buttoned 
police 
force to enforce this code. 
But we are going to have the 
greatest power in the world behind 
enforcement. The greatest power in 
the world. Of course I mean public 
opinion. 
Public opinion is behind the code. 
I hope and believe there will be no 
slackers in this state. 
Industrial recovery, which full co­ 
operation under the code will as­ 
sure, depends on 100 per cent ac­ 
ceptance of the code. Industrial re­ 
covery means more to the great In­ 
dustrial state of Pennsylvania than 
to any other. 
Pennsylvania did not lag behind 
in the World war. She will not fal­ 
ter now. 
The state government stands ready 
to assist in every possible way. The 
agencies of the state government 
which deal with employers and 
workers in any way will do every­ 
thing in their power to help industry 
cooperate with President Roosevelt.
